Investment Buying 
by Theodore Williams 


A necent feature of the securities 
+4 market, thought to have much 
significance, was an observed decrease 
in the floating supply of desirable 
stocks. This was due to accumula- 
tion of these issues by people who 
bought for investment and put away 
their purchases in their strong boxes. 
The buyers took advantage of reces- 
sions, but their action showed con- 
fidence in the future of prices. They 
did not believe that any advances 
their selections might already have 
had made these less safe, or unlikely 
to reach higher levels. With divi- 
dends reasonably secure they felt 
little concern over the seesaws of 
quotations, for they regarded the 
long pull as surely in their favor. 

Both business and political condi- 
tions at the time tended to confirm 
the views of these investors. The 
sanest observers think that no boom 
in business or securities is to 
looked for right away, but rather a 
gradual improvement, not steady, 
but subject to setbacks and irregu- 
larities. With the Presidential cam- 
paign out of the way a great and un- 
settling distraction will be removed 
from the business and financial world. 
Then normal attention can 
more be given to ordinary processes of 
industry and trade. It cannot 
doubted that signal results will follow 
and that prosperity will be estab- 
lished on a firmer base. 

The fortunes of the securities mar- 
ket are linked with those of business. 
To the degree that manufactories, 
railroads, mines, oil ventures, public 
utilities, mercantile concerns, and 
builders prosper the certificates repre- 
senting ownership in enterprises will 
be esteemed by the public. It may 
be too late now to expect spectacular 
profits in stock exchange transactions 
except in rare instances, but spec- 
tacular losses, too, are equally im- 
probable. Every sharp reaction will 
attract flocks of buyers whose orders

Answers to Inquiries 


H., New York: The American Waterworks & 
Electric Company is strong and prosperous 
It is paying 7 per cent. on its first preferred and 
6 per cent. on its second preferred, but nothing 
as yet on the common. The earnings, however 
are reported to be sufficient to warrant a return 
on the common. This stock had a big rise in 
recent months, both on account of the company’s 
earnings and meager reports. How far the recent 
price discounted the future no outsider can tell 
Its high quotation made the stock more vulnerable 
to bear attack, and a sharp decline occurred. It 
is risky to hold it for any such extraordinary 
further advance as 100 to 150 points predicted by 
your friend. It is safer to take a reasonable 
profit and not expect too much. 

G., Fort Leavenworth, Kan.: On general 
principles it is not advisable to dispose of sound 
bonds in order to invest in stocks. The Oriental 
Development Company is finding its operations 
in Corea highly profitable and is able to pay 10 
per cent. on its stock. Its 6 per cent. bonds, 
therefore, seem to be a reasonably safe proposi 
tion, even were they not, as they are, guaranteed 
by the Japanese Government. These bonds seem 
preferable to either class of Radio Corporation of 
America stock. Radio common is a non-dividend 
payer and the preferred only recently began to 
make a return. The corporation is on a firm 
footing, but its shares have not ceased to be 
speculative. Better purchases would be Bethle- 
hem Steel 7 per cent. pfd., American Waterworks 
& Electric 7 per cent. pfd., American Woolen 7 
per cent. pfd., and Standard Gas & Electric 7 per 
cent. prior pfd. 

. Provinence, R. [.: Collateral Bankers, 
Inc. is a concern which lends money on tangible 
property of various kinds in moderate amounts 
Its official reports indicate that it is successful 
The interest on its bonds has been regularly paid. 
They are not listed on any of the exchanges 

A., Worcester, Mass.: Although it is not one 
of the strongest of the motor companies, Hudson 
Motor Company has had a good measure of su 
If no unforeseen change occurs the dividend 
may be maintained. The stock is hardly in the 
investment class, but is a reasonably good specula 
tion. It would be safer to buy it outright and not 
on margin. Sounder purchases would be General 

otors common, White Motors, and Studebaker 

H., Lox~pon Ont At this time Mutual Oil is 
making substantial profits and paying dividends 
of 10 per cent. yearly. It owns productive prop 
erties of value, but has not an assured future 
The oil industry is still in a bad way, and the 
business of the minor companies, particularly, 
is speculative. International Petroleum has 
powerful affiliations and valuable holdings. But 
its dividend payments have been too small to make 
its stock attractive. A more desirable issue 
would be Mexican Seaboard Oil or Sinclair Con 
solidated preferred, the latter quoted under 80, 
and paying a dividend of 8 per cent., thus yielding 
over 10 per cent. on market price. 

G., Brockton, Mass.: You can safely buy the 
first mortgage real estate bonds offered by G. I 
Miller & Co. These bonds are secured by income 
producing properties and pay 7 per cent. It 
seems to be a certain fact that these securities 
have never caused a loss to any investor. They 
are not listed on the exchanges and do not vary 
in price. The company is ready to take back 
its bonds at a commission of only 1 per cent., if 
the holder is in need of money. 

I., Mananoy Crry, Pa.: Bethlehem Steel com- 
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mon having suspended - dividend has gone into 
the speculative column for the time being. The 
company’s affairs are looking up a little and if 
business continues to improve the dividend may 
eventually be restored. But when cannot be 
foretold. Swift & Co. common, paying 8 per 
cent., is rated as an excellent business man’s 
investment. Swift International pays 12 per 
cent. on par of $15 or $1.30 annually. This is a 
yield of about 6 per cent. on market price. Amer- 
ican Waterworks 7 per cent. first pfd., Bethlehem 
Steel 7 per cent. pfd., American Woolen 7 per cent. 
pfd., and U.S. Rubber 8 per cent. pfd. would seem 
safer and more profitable investments. They are 
all selling just now below par. 

S., Fuint, Micnu.: The Foulds Company is a 
large maker of food products and supposedly is 
paying dividends on its preferred stock, but not 
doing so on common. Rickenbacker Motors has 
been fairly successful and has paid several dividends 
The stock is a business man’s purchase, not yet 
of investment rank. Roosevelt otel common 
stock is less desirable than the preferred, and the 
latter is not so sound an investment as the 7 per 
cent., first mortgage real estate bonds advertised 
from time to time in this Department. The 
Flint Motor Co. is one of the very numerous 
Durant enterprises, none of which is a dividend 
payer, and its shares do not as yet appeal to 
onversative investors. 

W., Savsaurro, Cav.: Famous Players-Lasky 
ommon was quoted lately at $82 and the pre 
ferred at $97. Each stock pays the same rate 
of dividend, 88 per year. The common has had 
some serious speculative price fluctuations. It is 
not so safe as the preferred and the latter is not 
quite in the high-grade class. California Packing 
Co. is strong and successful and its dividend is $6 
per year, which makes the yield on market price 
about 649 per cent. Ge neral Petroleum is paying 
only $2 per year and is selling too high for that 
dividend. It is not certain as yet that the market 
has not discounted the future of stocks. For 
issues of merit paying 7 er cent. see pid. stocks 
specified in answer to “T’., Mahanoy City, Pa.” 
Among the good, but not gilt edged, shares paying 

oe cent. are U. S. Rubber 1st pfd., Sinclair Con- 
solidated pfd. and Standard Gas & Electric 8 per 
cent. pfd. 

H., Wasninaton, D. C.: There are no data at 
hand regarding the affairs of the Chapin Sacks 
Corp., but the majority of the stockholders have 
a right to dispose of their holdings to any purchaser. 
Though they may not be able to compel minority 
holders also to sell their shares it might be a wise 
policy for the last named to do so. All depends 
on the condition of the company, its prospects, and 
the character of the men who are coming into its 
control. Since the corporation is loc ated i in your 
own city I suggest that you consult your banker 
or some leading broker in Washington concerning 
the matter. 

M., Puttaperpnta, Pa.: It is not the object of 
this Department to encourage or discourage pur 
chase of securities. It aims only to give sound 
information concerning corporation issues. The 
Department has nothing to sell and it secks simply 
to render safe service to its readers. Whether your 
investments in Metropolitan 5-50c Stores and in 
the new L. R. Steel reorganization turn out well 
or not, time only can tell.
